By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  United  States 
Cotton  Standards  Act  of  March  ht  3-923         Statutes  at  Large,  pages  15, 
17;,  I,  Henry  0.  Wallace,   Secretary  of  A-griculture ,  do  make,  prescribe 
publish  and  give  puo"i  i  c  notice  of  the  following  amendments  to  the  regu 
laticrs  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  dated  July  21,  1923,  under 
said  Act,   said  amendment  to  be  effective  on  and  after  this  day: 

In  P.egalatio.i  7,  Section  7,   strike  oat  all  of  suodivi sion  (g) 
and  substi  tute  taerefor  the  words  following: 

"(gj    Mi  zed  pecked  cotton.     Cotton  in  a  bale  wnicn 
in  the  samples  &rav»n  therefrom  shows  a  aifferer.ee:  ^l) 
of  more  than  two  grades,  if  of  the  same  color;     or  (2) 
whicn,  if  of  the  same  grade,  is  olue  stained  and  either 
white,   spotted,  yellow  tingei,   light  stained  or  yellow 
stained  or  which,  if  none  it  o'.ue  stained,   shews  a  dif- 
ference of  more  than  two  color  g1-^ da t ions;     or,    (})  which, 
if  the  samples  are  of  diifereiit  grade  and  different  color, 
shows  a  variation  in  quality  exceeding  that  between  one 
grade  in  one  color  and  the  next  i.~wer  grade  in  the  next 
lower  color;   or  (-+)  which  shows  a  difference  in  lengtn  of 
staple  exceeding  four  thirty- seconds  of  an  inch." 

In  Fegulatior.  13.   Section  12,   strike  out  all  of  Paragraph  7  <*nd 
substitute  therefor  the  words  following: 

"Par.  7.      The  ccst  of  new  samples  furnished  in  replacement 
of  old  samples  in  any  box  of  the  practical  forms  mentioned  in 
paragraphs  1,   2,  3,  ^         3  returned  to  the  department  shall 
be  at  the  rate  of  $3.00  for  each  box,  except  that,  when  the 
number  of  samples  so  furnished  is  five  or  less  in  one  box,  the 
cost  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  hC  cents  for  each  sample."
